ENGLISH WAR 
WORKER SPOKE 
BEFORE R.V.C. 

War Workers Campaign Raised 

200 Millions. 

TELLS OF V. A. D.»S 

Spoke of Work Carried on by 
Women's Royal Air Force. 

On Saturday evening the resident 
students of R.V.C. had the oppor- 
| tunlty of listening to a most enjoyable 
talk given by Mrs. Warren, an Eng- 
lish lady, who has been doing a great 
deal of war work overseas during the 
past four years. Mrs. Warren came 
out to America with five English and 
four French ladies in answer to the 
appeal from the American Y.W.C.A. 
for help and advice during the United 
War Workers' Campaign, by which 
J200.000.000 were raiBed. 

Mrs. Warren spoke chiefly of the 
excellent work of the Women's Army 
Auxiliary Corps, but she also men- 
tioned other branches of work which 
women have taken up during the war. 
"When the men of England left for 
France in 1914," said Mrs. Warren, 
"they thought they were leaving the 
women behind knitting socks and roll- 
ing bandages and waiting for their 
return; but the women soon saw that 
there were other ways in which they 
might help In the great war." Nurs- 
ing was the first way which was op- 
ened to them but, of course, only grad- 
uate nurses were accepted. 

The V. A. D. which was begun 
many years before the war, when the 
Territorial Army was organized for 
home defence, had, before war was 
even thought of, been training Its 
members and canvassing England for 
promises of donations of hospital sup- 
plies in case of war. The Department 
now offered its services to the mili- 
tary authorities, but when these were 
declined it turned Its attention to the 
care of the Belgian refugees. Very 
soon the military hospitals were filled 
and tho inexperience of the orderlies 
was keenly felt. This was the chance 
for the V. A. D.'s and they stepped in 
and did all they could to help. A fort- 
night ago there were 78,000 workers 
enrol led. These workers were to be 
found on every battlefront and many 
have even given up their Uvea for their 
country.

Told of Work of No. 1 Général 
Hospital. 

MENINGITIS EPIDEMIC. 

Dr. Chipman Urged Freshmen 
to Attend Society's Meetings. 
~— ~~ 

The McGill Medical Society met on 
Friday, November 29th, their new 
president, Mr. Wheaton, In the chair. 
After the buslnss had been disposed 
of, Colonel Finley addressed the 
society on "The Medical Aspects of the 
War. " He aald that when No 1 General 
Hospital to which he belonged reached 
England they were sent to Salisbury 
Plain. Here for some time the hospital 
had to look after the men in tents. Food 
was difficult to obtain, being brought 
i'rom Plymouth and dumped down be- 
side the track. It was then taken and 
stored in the supply tent. Food had to 
be carefully guarded to save it from 
depredations. 

Soon after arrival, an old ramshac 
kle house was obtained in which to 
keep stores and run the hospital. Dis- 
comforts were so great that some 
patienta ventured to break camp and 
finally arrived In London. Here they 
were arrested and lodged In the Tow- 
er, only to be returned to the hospital. 

The hospital left for France in the 
(.pring of 1915 with the Hrst contin- 
gent. 

One diease, meningitis had been 
rather prevalent in England, but re- 
ports of it were grossly exaggerated. 
No. 1 General Hospital had 80 cases 
with a mortality of 60 per cent. It was 
found that the carriers of the disease 
were few and preventive measures 
were taken by swabbing out the men's 
throats. 

There was considerable chest troub- 
le as the men insisted on sleeping 
without ventilation. Influenza thus 
spread rapidly and easily. This Influ- 
enza was however attended by no 
serious pneumonia as in the recent 
epidemic. Some very acute forms of 
bronchitis were also met with. 

Typhoid was practically .unknown, 
due partly to the care taken of the 
water supply. In France the hospital 
was stationed at Boulogne. This centre 
became a settlement of from five to

ENGINEERING— AN APPRECIATION. 



..... 



Perhaps the least appreciated of the profession! is that of En- 
gineering. In the more scientific development it is of compara- 
tively recent origin, a fact which may justify the obscurity in 
which the public places it. Perhaps it may be that the works of 
the Engineer are so common to our eyes or occupy so familiar a 
place in our daily life that the reason of their existence is never 
questioned. If one stops to think of the comforts of life that are 
familiar to us all, due to engineering enterprise— electric light, 
roads, buildings, etc— it would become evident that the Engineer 
lis vital to our present day civilisation. The province of the En- 
gineer, with the rapid growth of industries run on scientific lines, 
is becoming broader. Engineers are ravadiag the big manufac- 
turing plants as efficiency experts, mereaaing production and pre- 
senting waste, and the training is such that . its loads them to exe- 
cutive positions. 

Nowhere is the Fnginosr more necessary than in development 
work. A country is useless without means of transportation whe- 
ther by land or water, and Canada, with its three transcontinen- 
tal railways and its excellent canal system is a standing tribute to 
the profession. 

When the cry for more land was hoard, the Engineer was sent 
for, and the great irrigation projects in Egypt, California end 
Western Canada are the results. The recent fuel shortage is an- 
other problem that came to the Engineers, and schemes for great- 
er um of our water power were evolved. Probably the most im- 
portant reason of the lack of public sympathy is the fact that an 
.Engineer is a poor advertiser, but the very nature of his work 
snakes him a doer rather than a speaker. This explains to some 
•extent the lack of Engineers in public life ; 

It is unfortunate that there are not more M.P.'s who have had 
; engineering training; vast sums of money could have been saved, 
1n appropriations, if someone with the neceeeary knowledge and 
experience had been present at the debate. Engineers, come to the 
.Literary and Debating Society and help to usher in a new era 
dn Canadian politics. 

In the prosecution of the war, the work of the Engineer, both 
ttn France and at home has been of paramount importance. The 
«obstruction of ships, the manufacture and invention of the vari- 
oos*inew9 of war, without which our boys could not have brought 
about the conditions that exist to-day. all lie in domain of the En- 
fgineer. The tremendous output of shells and guns is a splendid 
example of the suçotas of scientific Engineering. It is a very sig- 
nificant fact that the British Government is doing all in its power 
to co-ordinate research in the di Aèrent branches of industry. We 
hope now the Government has given an impetus to Applied Science 
that the country will show to those who translate theories into 
practice some measure of sgnjeutARtton, for the work of an Engin- 
eer is always "pro bono publico."

14». Registrar of the Khaki University: 
"I truly hare cause for thankfulness 
that my brother (G. V. Douglas, Set. 
'18) has been preserved through 
thirty-throe months in France and 
Flanders. Throe weeks ago he left 
the 17th Northumberland Fusiliers to 
train for the R.A.F., so ho was privi- 
leged to ho to London with un when 
tho now* come through yesterday of 
the armistice, and it was a never-to- 
be-forgotten occasion— London on the 
■treats— flags everywhere — rain and 
drirslo all afternoon, hat disregarded 
by everyone. Around Rockingham 
Palace the crowds wore densest about. 
A p.m. After a time the great search- 
light on the Admiralty Arch waa 
centred cm the Palace, and the Queen 
came ont onto the balcony amid the 
chetriag and singing of the crowd. 

"It is almost impossible to realize 
that tho whole dreadful thing is oyer, 
and that by degrees the world can 
once again settle down and devote all 
its énergies to the arts of peace. 

Perhaps you may have heard that 
T resigned from the Ministry of Na- 
tional Service last August In order to 
take up work in Dr. Tory's organiza- 
tion. I wss in many way* sorry to 
leave the M. N. S., for my work there 
was full of interest, and it waa a valu- 
able experience which I shall never 
regret, hut the call to this Canadian 
work seemed imperative. It Is Indeed 
a great work to be associated with 
aad will undoubtedly have a far-reach- 
ing effect on the Uvea of many of our 
soldiers. My humble share in it Is, 
as Registrar, to keep all the records 
of the work attempted and the work 
accomplished by the soldier-students. 
The former far exceeds the latter, as 
it is inevitable when men are moved 
from place to place, often for months 
unable to do aay study, then trying 
again to pick up the threads when op- 
portunity offers. But the result of 
this work can never be measured by 
the number of certificates which are 
tabued for courses completed. A 
major who Is organising our work 
with construction troops in France 
told me yesterday of the Joy which It 
was to him to see the aew world of 
interest and possibility opening out 
before some of these soldiers who 
could neither read nor writo until they 
came Into toueh with the Khaki Uni- 
versity. He spoke of others who have 
been raised from a state of morbid 
discouragement to one of eagerness 
to improve themselves and aim high 
in life once more. 

"I had the great treat not long ago 
of hearing Vlseount Orey deliver his 
address on the League of Nations, in 
the Central Hall, Westminster. It was 
his first great public utterance since 
leaving the government, and, ae the 
Archbishop of Canterbury said after- 
wards in moving the vote of thanks, 
It was a speech worthy to be placed 
beside his memorable deliverance in 
the House at the beginning of August, 
1014. He was accorded a most en- 
thusiastic réception."

The work ia often very monotonous 
aad frequently the tired workers have 
had to rise during the nights aad re- 
tire to dug-outs during the air-raids 
of the enemy.

It 
soon became apparent that one of the 
most trying conditions of the life of 
the W.A.A.C.'s was Its ufter drafc- 
nese. The girls dressed in khaki, 
wore surrounded by khaki-clad people 
aad objects which wore all camouflag- 
ed in khaki, even the very mud of 
France waa the colour of khaki. When 
work was over the girls hsd nothing 
to do. They were not allowed to 
visit French houses nor to enter the 
T. M. huts which were the only places 

eouia-be. 



Owing to the fact that the "flu" epi- 
demic prevented initiation for the 
Freshettes taking place as Is usual on 
sports day, it looked at first as if this 
ceremony was going to be dispensed 
with. But it was finally decided that 
the event was not one which could 
welt be allowed to drop out of the 
College Calendar without disastrous 
consequences, so on the afternoon of 
the last day of November, the Soph- 
omores undertook the teak. 

Feeling that a marked parallel ex- 
isted between the Allies having a 
crack at the Germans for atrocities 
committed during the war and the 
Sophs doing likewise to the Fresh- 
ettes for Atrocities committed since 
October 1st, the Sophs were taste- 
fully costumed as the various Allied 
nations. The Freshettes were also 
suitably and appropriately gowned 
but the censor forbids us to go into 
further details. 

After the roll had been called by 
Marshal Foch and it was found that 
no German (alias Freshette) shirked 
his fate, the Sophs escorted their vic- 
tims to the Hsll of Execution. An 
escort was plainly a crying need, for 
each and every Frcshette's fair fea- 
tures had disappeared beneath a 
frightful gas mask.

Its 18.000 
members have done no flying as yet, 
but they have been doing tho mechani- 
cal work, building aeroplanes, and 
painting the wings of the planes with 
a chemical mixture, which gives off 
p oison o us fumes and renders the work 
very dangerous. There Is every rea- 
son to suppose that these three ser- 
vices will remain as a permanent part 
of the British army. 

Mrs. Warren then spoke of the work 
of the women among the men in the 
United States camps, of the American 
girle who have gone to do their bit In 
France and of a corps of Polish girls 
who have been trained in the States 
aad are going back to their own coun- 
try to try and ameliorate conditions 
there. An appeal was received in 
New Tork from a Serbian officer for 
some women to go and work among 
the women of Serbia and help them in 
the reconstruction of their country. 

Mrs. Warren then closed by speak- 
ing a few words in praise of tho won- 
derful spirit which France has shown 
to this war, of the heroic courage of 
Its men who have suffered so much

According to word received in this 

city, Lieut. S. A. Hutchinson, Arts 
10, Set. '16. of the Canadian Engin- 
eers, recently won the Military Cross 
for bravery shown while in action on 
September 2nd. The following quota- 
tion is from the Canadian Gazette. 
London, and refers to the deed for 
which he was honoured: 

"To-day's battle has produced its 
quota of gallant deeds. T was told by 
a general in the Engineers of one of 
his officers who was sent out to 
make a reconnaissance of the bridge 
over the Sensee River ahead of Nls- 
an Artois. It spanned this stream, 
for, as Canadians understand rivers, 
the Sensee is only a stream, In what 
is really No Man's Land. After much 
effort in the dark he found the bridge, 
it was intact, but mined, with the 
'tads attached so that it could be 
'lown up at a moment's notice. He 
cut the leads and crawled back to 
. ome Infantry outposts and got them 
to stand guard and prevent enemy In- 
terference. Then he returned to his 
headquarters and reported. This fine 
piece of work meant that Information 
had been obtained of importance and 
a serious handicap to the advance had 
been prevented. With tbls bridge in- 
tact, transport and guns could cross 
the river, and it. would not be neces- 
sary Tor us to build another." 

Lieut. Hutchinson enliBted In May, 
1918, at Ottawa, and took his training 
at Ottawa and at Valcartler, going ov- 
erseas in October of the same year. 
He was temporarily transferred to a 
Royal Engineers' training camp in 
Wales, and was then sent to England 
to do some engineering work in Jan- 
uary, 1917. While on leave In London 
in October be was taken ill with pneu- 
monia and is now convalescing at the 
Queen Alexandra Hospital. He is a 
enii of Air. Justice Hutchinson, Law '73, 
ot Sherbrooke. He matriculated from 
the WcBtmount Academy in 1905 ae a 
gold medallist, winning the scholar- 
ship to MtGill, where he graduated in 
Arts in 1910 and In Science in 1916. 
His wife resides at 427 Elm Avenue, 
Westmount. 

A'auu»a4aii Swimmer Honoured. 

In a letter to his -father, T. E, 
Hodgson, 62 Simpson Street, Montreal 
Plight-Commander George R. Hodg- 
son, Sri. '10. champion swimmer of 
the world, stales that he has recent 
: ly been awarded the Royal Air Force 
Cross. Flight-Commander Hodgson 
does not state In the letter for what ho 
was awarded the cross. This honour 
is Riven for distinguished service, 
During the month of September he 
was awarded the London Board of 
Trade Medal for Saving Life at Sea 

Flight-Commander Hodgson was on 
furlough for a long period during the 
summer and returned to duty during 
early September. He has not only 
been honoured on two occasions, but 
earned his promotion to flight com 
mender for gallantry. He enlisted as 
a flight sub-Heutenant in the Royal 
Naval Air Service in 1910.

Medicine Graduates Pais. 
The death occurred recently at Se- 
attle, Wash., of Dr. William Hanover, 
Med. '76, who succumbed to pneumo- 
nia at the age of it years. Deeeaaed 
had been for lt years in practice in 
Seattle, and was especially well-known 
as a surgeon. Re was a aon of the 
lata George Hanover, of Pakenhan, 
Ont., received hia elementary educa- 
tion at the hands of his father, a grad- 
uate of a Dublin University, and later 
attended Ottawa University and Mc- 
Gill, from which he was graduated af- 
ter a brilliant course In 1175. 

Speaking of hie death, a Seattle pa- 
per says: 

"Possessed of a wonderful person- 
ality combined with marked ability, 
an unlimited charity without osten- 
tation, an earnest student whose facile 
pen frequently contributed to medi- 
cal journals, and whose writings were 
allowed by critics to be masterpieces 
of clear judgment and careful re- 
search. The profession has lost a 
brilliant ornament, Seattle a worthy 
citizen, the home circle a devoted hus- 
band—a gentle loving father." 

Dr. Hanover was twice married; 
first, in 1880, to Miss Minnie Whelhan, 
St. Mary's. Ont., and secondly, in 1902, 
to Miss Jennie Later u\ or Wisconsin, 
who survives, with six children, by his 
first wife. 

Another McOill Medical graduate 
whose death is reported is Dr. R A. 
Dona hoe, Med. '08, who pasaed away 
at his home in Saskatchewan of in- 
fluenza. Deceased was horn in Char* 
lottetown, P.E.I., 38 yearn ago, studied 
at St. Dunstan's College, and there 
became a proficient athlete. His con- 
nection with athletics he retained 
at the University, and be was acknow- 
ledged to be one- of the best all-round 
athletes of the ttme at the University. 
Tribute to Prof. Edward». 
Of the late Prof. W. Muir Edwards 
(Sci. '00) work in Edmonton, the 
Journal of that city speaks in part 
ns follows: 

"The Interests of the late Professor 
Edwards were of the most varied char- 
acter and always sustained with un- 
flsgglng energy. From the first he 
threw himself into the cause cf ath- 
letics among the students of the Uni- 
versity, particularly m the field of 
football, reaching in 11)14 the coveted 
distinction of having trained the Var- 
sity team of that year which carried 
off the senior Provincial championship. 
But his interest in the students was 
never confined to any one phase of 
their life, and since the outbreak of 
the war, he has given a practical de- 
monstration of the affection he has for 
the students and graduates of the in- 
stitution by his work as president of 
the Soldiers' Comfort Club and edi- 
tor of the News Letter. This News 
Utter, which goes out every week to 
every member of the University on ac 
tive service, has proved the stronger 
tie blading the students of the Uni- 
versity to their Alma Mater, and for 
the conception of this idea and Its 
steady prosecutioa through more than 
three years, the late rrofessor Ed- 
wards has earned the undying gra- 
titude of hundreds of young Canadians 
overseas. 

"In the community at large, Profes- 
sor Edwards was known aa a man 
who could be counted upon for any 
measure of public service that might 
be demanded of him. He was the 
prime mover in establishing a South 
Side branch of the Young Men's Chris- 
tian Association in the days before the 
war, and also served for two years as 
officer commanding the South Side 
Company of the 101st Regiment in 
which capacity he won the esteem of 
large number of men of the South 
Side who learned to respect his execu- 
tive ability and capacity as an instruc- 
tor. 

Prominent Churchman. 

Professor Edwards has been prom- 
inently identified with the work of 
Knox Presbyterisn Church since his 
coming to the city, and latterly haa 
been an elder of that Institution as 
well as serving on the board of man- 
agers. He took a particular interest 
in Sunday School work among boys 
and young men, and his young men's 
class was always largely attended 
by lads who found in him a person 
capable of understanding them. Pro- 
fessor Edwards was also a strong 
supporter of the Canadian Standard 
Efficiency Test and had done much 
work in connection with it in this city. 

At the University, the death of Pro- 
fessor Edwards, who was one of the 
four original members of the staff, 
will cause a gap that cannot easily 



be filled. Mi frank and outsaokea 
manner never left any question as to 
stand upon any debated subject.

hut the fine spirit of comradeship he 
always displayed towards his eol- 
leaguea prevented the decision of his 
nature from engendering any ill-will. 
The esteem of his fîllow instructors 
was testified to fire years ago by his 
elaetlon to the presidency of the Fac- 
ulty Club. 

"Upon the opening af Pembtna Hail 
as an emergency hospital hi taa pre- 
sent epidemic, Protsaor Edwards vol- 
uateered at once to serve la any cap- 
acity ta which ha might be aaadad, 
and proved an invaluable baiser ta the 
ear* days of the fight la that hos- 
pital, bringing order oat af oaaaa by 
ai s executive ability and at the same 
time finding the opportunity to exe- 
cute any duty however aaerowa that 
might ae laid upon him. There can 
ha no doubt that la this way ha un- 
dermined his strength aad was leas 
sble to resist the Ulaeea that came 
upon him. Those who have the pri- 
vilege Of knowing rrofessor Edwards 
will realise how appropriate aa ending 
his devoted death coastltutes ta a life 
of ungrudging service aad their deep 
sympathy will go out to his mother, 
his wife end his three small children." 
Released From Turkey. 
Lieut. Cecil O. Bronson, Sci. '17, 
of the Royal Air Force, a pri- 
soner of war in Turkey since Janu- 
ary 21 last, has wired his father, 
Frank P. Bronson, Ottawa, aa follows: 
"Arrived Alexandria; well; wire 
later." 

It is probable that Flight Lieut. 
Bronson was on his way to Port Said, 
the seaplane base, from which he op- 
erated previous to bis cspturs In the 
Dardanelles. 

Flight Lieut Bronson, took part with 
other British aviators, la the daring 
bombardment of the Turkish croiser, 
Ooeben, after she had gone ashore la 
the Dardanelles. The British tried to 
sink the famous battleship and their 
bombs damaged her considerable. It 
was while on this expedition that 
Lieut Bronson was taken prisoner. A 
Turkish aircraft gun shot a kola 
through his petrol tank aad ha aad his 
observer were forced to land, their 
machina la names, la Turkish terri- 
tory.

j six thousand beds. The hospital lived 
j for the most part in tents. No. 1 
hospital had four huts and two operat- 
ing rooms. Each hut held thirty pa- 
tients. Many thus had to put up with 
■tenta, which proved rather unsatis- 
factory in cold weather. 

In aummer, however, they were a very 
good place to treat men. The tents

white cover, an intermediate red cover, 
and an inner yellow layer. The heat 
of the sun was thus kept out and an 
easy yellow light given to the eyes. 
Hygiene in the camp was very care- 
fully looked after, all refuse being in- 
cinerated. 

Most of the patients were the re- 
sult of casualties. At first little treat- 
ment was given in the casualty clear- 
ing stations and the men came down 
to the base with badly infected wounds. 
Later this wna changed and the condi- 
tion of the wounds coming to the base 
was much improved. Anti-tetanus se- 
rum was ordered to be given to all 
wounded men and saved much of the 
previous infection from this cause. 

Many acute diseases were met with, 
unusual in civil life. Among these were 
acute ucehoitls, jaundice, trench fever, 
tetanus and soldier's heart. Gas cases 
were prevalent and interesting. 

Nervous caaea were treated in Eng 
land. The Man were given work to 
keep their minds engaged and their 
hands busy. This proved effective, not 
only in keeping up the morale of the 
men but also hastening their re- 
covery materially. 

After the oloae of Colonel Finley's 
address, Dr. Chipman spoke, asking 
the men of the lower years to attend the 
meetings of the Medical Society. He 
assured them that their time would be 
by no means wasted if spent at the 
Medical Meetings.

HAST ILLITERATES. 

According to a bulletin on school 
population, recently issued from the 
office of M. L. Brittain, state super- 
intendent of schools, the number of 
illiterate children In l eorgia, from 10 
to 18 years of age, has been reduced 
since 1913, from 72,832 to 25,783. With- 
in that period the number of white 
Illiterates has been reduced from 10,- 
310 to 5,635. There is a reduction in 
colored illiterates from 57,522 to 20,- 
148.

The 
meetings were a great success and 
(here were about 400 medical men 
there, before whom Major Lockwood 
delivered his address. 

Not long ago he also made a tour of 
forward areas with Surgeon Bain- 
bridge, Chief of Staff of the American 
Medical Service, and at that time was 
offered a splendid position with the 
American army. He preferred, how- 
ever, to remain with the Boyal Army 
Medical Corps in which he has won I 
such distinction. He was last spring ! 
mentioned in despatches for meritori- 
ous service and the D.8.O. followed 
soon after, although it was a great 
surprise to the recipient 

f karlag Statfen Csptarei. 

Major Lockwood has been In some 
ticklish corners since going to France 
in 1914. In the German offensive last 
spring hia clearing station was cap- 
tured by the enemy,, the staff not hav- 
ing an opportunity to take anything 
with them. He wrote: "The patients 
are all gone. The sisters have gone 
and we are just moving out." At 
that time the medical men worked 
constantly for days without much 
sleep. 

The most exerting time was when 
the last great offensive was opened 
by the Allies and it was necessary to 
move the clearing station several 
times to keep up with the advance. 
They had Just nicely settled their hos- 
pital and had been operating for one 
day when Major Lockwood was awak- 
ened before daybreak by shell-Ore. 
He found the hospitsl In flames and 
there were about 200 serions cases 
which had been operated on the day 
before to be removed. The miracle 
was, they carried out every patient 
through fire and smoke and did not 
let one periah, though they lost every- 
thing. At twelve o'clock that night 
they were again receiving patients, 
only 'feeding and dressing wounds, ss 
all Instruments had been destroyed. 

Major Lockwood haa written sev- 
eral papers on war surgery which 
form a valuable contribution to the 
subject. He Is the son of Mr. and 
Mrs. H. W. Lockwood, Westport, Ont
